The Gloomy Weather Interferes With the 
Attendance—Not More than 
2,000 Present. 


Billy Barton was hung this morniftg at ter 
minutes to eight o’clock in the presence of 
some two thousand people, in the city of St. 
Charlies, for the murder of James Clat- 
terLuck. The disagreeable and  uncer- 
tain state of the weather, 
no doubt, interfered largely with the presence 
of many people who would otherwise have 
tuzned out. The usual features of a country 
execution were all present, and had it not 
been for the lowering skies the occasion would 
have been a festive one to the St. Charles pic- 
nickers who made the Blan hanging a fete 
day. As it was, however, the affair was in all 
its parts a gloomy one. 


—_——— 


Exercises This Morning. 

William Barton had embraced Catholicity 
and his chief anxiety was that the priests 
of that faith should be with himatthe close 
of his life. To-day being Good Friday, anan- 
niversary upon which the church is eagaged 
in religious exercises almost from sunrise to 
sunset, Father Zealand thougit for atime that 
he would be unableto accompay the condemn- 
edman upon the scaffold. The execution 
was announced for S o’elock and 
at that time the Fatber would have to 
tein enzurch. Barion pleaded earnestiv§ to 
huve the banging delaved until the afternoon, 
bui the crcer of Court read between six and 
nive in tbe morning, andthe Sheriff hud no 
option inthe matter. ‘‘Itis ,only half an 
hour more or Jess,” said Barton at last; “Shang 
me at half-past seven then and Father Zealand 
can stay tillthen.’’ Sothe time of execution 
was put forward half an hour. 

Barton passed the night chiefly in prayer. 
He slept but little, although he tried several 
times. When he did doze off he awoke sud- 
denly and complained of constant nightmare. 
At 5 o’clock he arose finally and dressed ina 
black broadcloth suit which had been pure 
chased for the occasion, and as soon asthe 
toilet was completed he addressed bimselt 
once more to his Creator, and was disturbed 
as little as posritle. About 6:3) he 
arose from his knees’ and paced 
rapidly up and down ‘the cell, tears 
welling to his eyes and bis lips moving. As 
soon, however, as he noticed that he was be- 
ing Watehed he choked vack- the sob that 
would rise and threw himself in acrouching 
position upon the pallet inthe corner. Ati 
o’*clock, almost to the second, Father Zea- 
land was announced and passed int> tne cell. 
Barton arose and greeted him respectfully, 
and the pair remained standing and 
talking in a low tone of 
voice near the crated window, 
Not asyllable of their conversation cou.d be 
caught, but it was evidentiy allprayer. A 
few minutes after seven two more priests, 
Fathers Mueller and Prunte of the German 
Catbolie Church, entered the cell, chairs were 
banded in and the three reverend gentiemen 
addressed themselves heartaad soul to the 
spirtual consolation of the doomed man. 

3 GETTING READY. 

Inthe kitchen adjvining the cell, Sheriff 
Ruenzi and his deputies were preparing them- 
selves for their ho:rible tasK,a2 number 
of cups of black coffee were passel around, 
and ail tbe possible minutiw ofthe execution 
were worked over. Orders were given that 
Deputy E. C. Rice should pinion the prison- 
er’s arms at 7:20 sbarp,ana that Jobn Walker 
and John Schneider were to walk onthe right 
and teft side of Bartoh. In case the rope had 
broken it would have been the duty of these 
two men to pass the negro back up througa 
the trap for a new knot to 
be tied. kveryv possible contin- 
gency had been provided for. The ante-rooms 
were crowded with doctors and sight-seers, 
and the scatlold and the approaches to the 
jail were guarded by the full furce of Compa- 
ny F,; N. G. M., eighty men strong. 

The Hanging. 

Half-past seven caine and went and the 
prisoner was still upon his knees in the cell. 
The Sheriff did not like to disturb him, as he 
had put the time forward himself, but said he 
would let the boy himrelf say how long he 
would live. At twenty minutes to ecizht 
Deputy Rice steppedto the cell door and 
sid: ‘*Gentlemen, I don’t want tourge you 
but it is now twenty muinutes to eight 
o’clock.’’ 

“We have been readv for some time,” said 
Father Zealand. ‘*We are waiting for you.” 

The ceil Was at once entered, and Barton, 
whe had been sitting’ in his shirt sleeves, be- 
gan putting on his cost. Le was not nervous 
at ali, and probably bad the coolestand s'ead- 
jest pulsein the jail. If2 held his arms 
back for the cords, Which 
were promptly fastened, and prud 
no attentionto the various details or iac'- 
dents about him. He kept his eves onthe 
crucifix, Which was held before him, and his 
lips were moving continously. As soon as 
he was pinioned he wus led at once to tke 
scaffold, passing bv the coflin, which was lving 
outside the jail. Nota tremor passed throagh 
his body at the signt, and he 
saluted several acquaintances in the 
militarv company drawn upitin front of the 
jxil. The procession was made up only of 
Capt. Ruenzi, his two deputies, the culpri:, 
the three priests and representatives of toe 3st. 
Louis and St. Charles press. Everybody ad- 
mired

gazed calmly at the dangling rope and at 
the crowd. which was hushed ~) Ba stillness 
es the party spread over the platform 
of the gibbet and took their designa- 
ted seats. Barton stepped on a smail box 
which had been placed upon the drop, and 
looked coolly around while _ the 
Sheriff in a _ broken and nervous 
voice was, reading the death warrant, 
which rehearsed all the legal proceedings in the 
condemned man’s case. Rice, with the rope 
in his hand, was standing immediately be- 
bind Barten, and Father Zealand was before 
bim. He changed his weight from one fvot 
to another during the reading, and when it 
was finished the rope was thrown loosely 
about his neck and he was asked if he had 
anything to say. ‘‘Nothing much... I 
did it, and now I suffer; I hope 
you will all pardon me, and I forgive anybody 
thet may have injured me. Good bye all, and 
God have mercy on me.?”’ 

He then shook hands with everyboay upon 
the gallows ahd the deputies came forward to 
bind his legs. **Put your feet closer together, 
please.” 

“Certainly,’? and that was the last word 
that William Barton spoke. 

INTO ETERNITY. 

He kissed the _ crucifix that Fath- 
er Zealand held out to him 
and the black cap was thrown over his head 
and pulled down. There was a slit in it, 
for the rope to pass through, and Rice pushed 
the noose hard and fast against the doomed 
men’s neck. 

With a slow, hard pull, Ruenzi worked the 
trigger, andthe grating sound of the rusty 
iron was heard for an_ appreciable 
interval of time before the _ trap 
began to tremble. Barton lurehed 
over to the left and tried to put out his hands 
to steady orto save himself. By this time he 
had began to go, however, and as the weight- 
ed crop flew backward, he dropped swiftly to 
the full reach ofthe rope, which bent and 
strained under the sudden jerk and witha 
horrible elasticity pulled him upward at 
once almost afoot. He spun around dizzily 
and was at once seized by the doctors, who 
caught hisewrists to feel his pulse. 


**The Dull Thud.’? 

A reporter standing among the doctors, be- 
neath the drop, fastened his eyes on the slow- 
ly moving trigger, which approached by mi- 
nute steps to the dead line. At last the trap 
began to heave and Barton’s body suddenly 
appeared in the midst of the group, 
jumping fantastically up and 
down ——saiiike a child’s toy ball. 
came so sharply and quickly, 
and after allso unexpectedly, that he had 
twirled aboutthe rope attheend of which 
he dangled several times before the doctors 
mastered enough presence of mind to catch 
his wrists. The knot had inexplicably 
slipped from beside the ear to the exact cen- 
ter of hismeck and Dr. Johns stated that 
he did not believe the neck to _ be 
broken, but that the negro was 
being choked to death by the cord. The 
blackecap had been pulled to one side, and the 
rapidly swelling neck was exposed, with the 
rope buriedinit. The legs drew up and the 
body shivered several times and then straight- 
ered out, andfrom that time‘on there was no 
e\ideree of life but the fluttering of 
the pulse at the wrist. This was 
very irregular and beat at ninety during the 
first minute, ran downto sixty-four during 
the second, and upto 102 during the third. 
Atter that it was very weak and irregular, and 
it gradually died down to nothing, although 
catching again by fits and starts. The body, 
after it was cut down, was_ given 
to the father of the deceased, 
who will bury it atthe Mexica Baptist Church, 
in St. Louis county, to-morrow. 

‘ Barton’s Crime. 

The murder happened on the 15th of Sep- 
tember; 1879. A numberof men were em- 
ployed by Mr. Tom Stonebraker on his farm, 
near St. Charles, forthe purpose of husking 
corn. The men employed all kept house to- 
gether, and did thetr own cooking and house 
work. On the morning of the murder the 
men had taken a late breakfast and were 
making preparations to start for work. Jim 
Clatterbuck, the murdered man, had been 
assigned to wash the dishes, and was engaged 
atthetask set for him. After working busily 
for some time he ordered the murderer, Billy 
Burton, to take the s'op bucket which he 
(Clatterbuck) had been using, and empty 
it. Barton, or Jackson as heis also known, 
refused todo so. Witnesses state that he 
swore profusely and declared that he would 
be d—d if he would take any more orders 
from any such man as Clatterbuck. Barton 
himself says that John Collins, another em- 
plove of Mr. Stonebraken, told him to saw 
some wood after breakfast, and that he re- 
fused to abey Clatterbuck’s orders, at the 
same time telling him that be bad something 
else tode. Notbing more was sail, tut a dev- 
ilisb desire for revenge appears tu have filled 
the heart of the negro boy. He immediately 
leit the room and nothing more Was thoug1t 
of the altercation by anybodv but himself? 
Stealing carefully into the apartmeat 
where he slept, he secured “a 
doubie- barrel shot-yun heavily loaded and, 
coming out, Jay stealthily ia wait for the man 
whom he intended to murder. ‘Che murderer 


states m bis confession that Clatterbuck had | 


always abused and wronged him and thit he 


(Barton) had been treated like a dog before : 
Howe | 


ne ever thought of seeking sati-faciion. 
ever that msy be, Clatterbuck finished his 
dish-wasbing, while Barton with cocked shot- 
gun jay waiting a fair shot at bis enemy. 
Having finished his task, Ciatterbuck walked 
oui upon the porch with a broom ia his 
band. ‘he ssssssin came around the corner 
of the main residence and, taking sure 
aim ut Clatterbuck, who, sweepiog and look- 
ing down at the ground, did not dreain of his 
danger, fired straicht at his head. 
THE CHARGE 

stiuck bim inthe face, and bis brain was 
tilled with the leaden pellets. Throwing up 
his bands and exclaiming, ‘*My God! my 
God!’ he fell backward on the porch. John 
Colline, ana a young Dane whose name is un- 
known, both emploved in corn-husking, ran 
to assist the unfortunate man. From the first 
it Was evident that he was a dead man. Be- 
foreany one reached him the last agony had set 
in: be was writhing fearfully, gasping fer 
breathand grasping wildly and aimlessly about 
him. But even in his last moments he did 
not forget the dearest ties that bound him to 
life. His mother lived at Jefferson Vitv, 
whom he loved most affectionately. Papers 
found upon his person proved that he ex- 
chunged letters with her once a week. Now, 
with death’s cold hand upon, him his only 
thought was about her. Not all the agony of 
v tensible and most painful death could divert 
hissttention from the only friend, perhaps, 
that he had inthe werld. Incobereatly, he 
murmured, *My mother, oh, my mother; Tel 
her I was notto blame. She always told me 
lo avoid fights . and I’ve always 
tried to obey her.”’ And thus 
he contmued till death at once stopped his 
thinking and his suffering. 

Ciatterbuck, according to the evidence of 
all, was a quiet, inoffeusive man, The em- 
pleyes all testify to this. To bis mother his 
cGexPh was a most terribie stroke, intensified 
hv the fact that all his thoughts were for her 
weifere, His letters to her. published 
scon aiter the affair, breathe the most 
sincere filis] affection, and an 
epistle written a day or two before the 
murder states tbat Clatterbuck was s000 go- 
ing to Haucock county, Til, to collect some 
money owing tohim. Then he was to gto 
Jefferson tity, get his mother, aod, going 
Se nrk provide a home where he and sheemit 


his plans and destroyed two lives to glut | 


his own savage revenge. 

‘Billy Bartup, the murderer, never walted 
toseethe resultof his act. He fled, so he 
himself states, before he knew what effect his 
shot had taken upon his victim. He did not 
know whether the unfortunate man had falien 
ornot. Throwing away the empty shot gun, 
he made towards St. Charles, the nearest 
town. It was about 9 o’clock on the morning 
of September 15 that he sped down the road, 
vainly endeavoring to avoid that retributive 
justice which so speedily overtook him. 

THE NEWS OF THE MURDER 

rapidly spread, and the neighbors, having as- 
sembled, pursued the murderer in hot haste. 
The chase proved fruitless. Barton had 
resched St. Charles and safely eluded the vig- 
ilance of the pursuers. After a fruitlesa 
search the pursuit owas abandoned 
and the matter was left 
entirely in the hands of Capt. Jos. W. Ruenzi, 
Sberiff of St. Charles county. Meanwhile, 
the murderer had found means to leave the 
town, and after roaming around considerably 
had hired out as farm hand in Callaway coun- 
ty. Capt. Ruenzi kept working on the case 
and his patience and detective skill were at 
last rewarded. Hesoon ascertained that the 
man he wanted was to be found near Mexico, 

Mo. Taking two of his deputies,he started to 
bring him back. Arriving at Mexico, the party 
rode out about 16 miles into Callaway county. 
and early in the morning they found 
the man they were looking for choppiag 
wood in the rear of a farm house. The Sher- 
iff’s party called Barton by name andtold him 
that they had come to bring him back. With 
uplifted axe the darkey advanced upon them, 

undeterred by the fact that three formidable 
navy revolvers were presented full at him. 
In conversation last night Capt. Ruenzi stated 
that from the way Barton acted at bis arrest, 
he, Ruenzi, was convinced that Barton was 
“*orit to the back-bone,’’ and the Sheriff ad- 
mits that he fully recognized and appreciated 
the danger of his position. But Barton seems 
to have thought that resistance was useless 
and concluded totakethe chance of trial in 
preference to sure death atthe hands of the 

Sheriff and his deputies. Throwing down his 
axe, he allowed himselfto be apprehended 
and taken back to St. Charles. His trial be- 
gan on Saturday, June 7, 1879. He was ably 
defended, but, having no defense, he was ea3i- 
ly convicted. His cuunsel attempted to stay 
the passing of the death sentence on the 
ground thatthe prisoner was under sixteen 
vears ofage. But Judge Edwards’ devision 
crushed all hope in this direction, and on the 
19th of July, 1879, he was sentenced. Stren- 
ucus efforts have been made to secure a com- 
mutation, butthere were noredeeming fea- 
tures in the matter and Gov. Phelps refused 
to interfere. 


In the Jail. 

Accepting Capt. Ruenzi’s invitation to visit 
the condemned man in his cell, a couple of 
representatives of the POST-DISPATCH en- 
tered the jail about half-past seven o’clock,in 
company with the Sher:ff. They found Depu- 
ty Rice busy conning the thick pieees of cot- 
ton cord left overfrom the execution ofthe 


murderer Blan last summer. 

‘*Will you have enough?’’? queried Sheriff 
Ruenzi. 

‘‘T think so0,’’ said Mr. Rice, *‘dut I can 
soon tel).’’ Taking one of the white cords, he 
began to bind uptne Sheriff inthe way that 
the negro would be triced up and trussed 
on the moriow. One cord was passed around 
the arms above the e:bow, ani they were se- 
curely pinioned, and the legs were treated in 
the same way. ‘Yes, there is plenty and to 
spare,’? said Mr. Rice, as he _ unloosed 
his chief, and, with other conversa- 
tion of a= stricily technical nature, 
the party passed into the interior of the jail. 
into an ante-chamber in'o which the cell 
occupied by Kiliy Barton opened. 

INTERVIEWING THE CONDEMNED MAN, 

‘“‘Biily!’? called the Sheriff, goiag to the 
grating in the door of the ceil, *‘here are 
some gentlemem who have called to see you.’’

“We dropped into see you, Biily,’’ said the 
reporter, “to bid you good bye, and to find 
out if there was anything that we could get 
for you.’’ 

‘‘Well, gentlemen, what I want is not of 
earth.’? He spoke rather nervou-ly, but with 
apure Caucasian accent. ‘‘l have to watch 
und pray.’’ 

‘*‘How did you come to join the Catnolice 
Church, Billy; you were not born a Catno- 
lic??? 

“No, sir; I was a Baptist, but I’m convinces 
ed that I am on the right road now,’? ani he 
placed his right hand upon his beart. ‘*‘I feel 
it here, sir, that God has forgiven me, and 
that 1’m going home.” 


‘*You are sorry that you murdered Clatter~ , 


buck ?’? 

‘‘God knows Iam. Iam willing to die to 
pay for that sin, and I forgive everybody that 
has injured me, and hope all will forgive 
me.” 

‘¢You bave no hope of pardon, then. You 
know you wiill lave to face wi the morn- 
ing?’ ’ 

“Yes, sir, I know it, and I'll die likea 
man.” The prisoner had clutched the grating 
with bis bands and was bearing much of bis 
weight upon them; be was looking eagerly out 
with his face pressed against the bars, and 


_ bad evidently become deeply interested in the 


conversation. 

‘Did you ever see a man hanged, Billy?’

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I wish to make the ioilowing statement, 
with the full knowledge that I have no possi- 
ble hope of escape from death. My nameis 
William Barton, and I was sixteen years of 
egeonthe 1l%hbh oflast June. I was bornin 
183, at Corinth, Miss. I came to St. Louis 
n 1868, where my mother dcicd. 1 cameto 
St. Charles county on Sunday, February 4, 
1879. After spending tbe uizht in St. Charles, 
I went down the road and stayed ail Monday 
night at Horace Goodiu’s house. Next day I 
obtained work at Mr. Tom Stonebraken’s. 
I was well pleased with my work and my 
employer, and everything suited me exactly 
until this Clatterduck cawe tu work tnere. He 
disliked me from the start. He trieu iu every 
Way to sbow that he disliked me an:d that uve 
Wanted louruh me away from Mr. Stonebrake 
ers. Hesaid be hated negroes in general and 
mein particular. He used to order me 
around and **bess’”? meevery chance: he could 
tind. I offen told bim that he shouid not run 
over me because I was a negr»and hea white 
man. We always kept on fussing in this way, 
although we rever came to blows.

The Rope. 

Amorgthe gloomy paraphernalia of the 
hangman’s art, no instrument occupies a 
greater prominence than the long, slender 
cord at whose end a human being is to dangle 
like an exaggerated tassle. The rdpe upon 
which Wm. Bartonw as toexpiate the mure 
der he committed has been lying for 
several days under lock and key im 
the safe of Sheriff Ruenzi. 
No one is allowed to see it unless the Sheriff 
himself be present, and when a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter asked to have the instrument 
exhibited it was only after some delay..that 


Capt. Ruenzteonsented. The rope is eighteen 


feet long, twisted of the tinest selected nemp. 
It is somewhat larger than a clothes line, and 
has a peculiar gium look. The end which was 
to fir about Barton’s neck in the morning 
had been soaped and greased until it shehe 
and was slippy to the touch. ‘*Tais rope,’’ 
remarked Cupt. Ruenzi, cost mesix dollars; 
I bought itfrom Bo» Humphrey; down at the 
Four Courts in St. Louis.’’ 

‘J. ib strong enough?’ asked the reporter 
leoking doubtfully at its slender make, 

‘“sirong enough’: It has been tested up to 
two thousand pourds, mich more than will 
be brought upon it in the @xecutivn.’’ 

**llow do you make that out.’? 

‘Well, Barton weighs 165 pounds, and the 
drop is six feet; multiply the 165 by six, and 
you have #90; now add to this one-third of 
itself and you get the utmost possible strain, 
1.220 pounds. The rove will bear that twice 
over.” 

‘*It is that 
THIKTEEN HUNDRED AND. TWENTY POUNDS 
that snaps the neck ?’’ 

‘*Yes; you see itisapplied just at the weak- 
est point, where a jerk of 100 pounds would 
be enough to cause death.”’ 

‘*And the knot—what is a hargman’s knot?” 

*I don’t know that I can explain it to you. 
You see this end is rove through these turns 
and the loop made large enouga to pass over 
the bead; then it is drawn taut, and there you 
are.’’?’ And as he spokethe Sheriff deftly 
made the knot which would choke the ne- 
gro’s life out of himin the morning. The 
hangman’s knot is a very simple affair; it 
is just an easily gliding slip-knot, gnd the 
suaping makes the movement so much 
the easier. It takes long practic2?, however. 
to give the cord the proper turns,and although 
the reporter tried several times, be could not 
make the noose. 

The vlack cap was a simple arrangement of 
black bombazine almost shapeless, in form 
more like a bag than a bead covering, and re- 
minding one of an old-fasbioned candle extin- 
guisher. In more senses than one this simile 
holds tue, for with its donning the sualight 
was shut out forever from William Barton; he 
Was blotted out from amung 
the living, passing in one quick 
leap to the realms of shade within sixty sec- 
onus, after this horrible head piece was titted 
down upon bim. 


The Scaffold. 

The gibbet is the same one upon whic? 
Blan was hung; it has been thoroagnly ¢onn- 
ed over and repaired, and fs a model scaffpid. 
In the moonlight it casts a dim shadow over 
the broken ground of the jail-yard in which 
it stands, and its murky, threatening outlines 
can be made out piainly against the sky. The 
trap is set with a trigger and faces towards the 
south, and the grim uprights look 
as though they could sustain many times the 
strain which the light and youthful tigure of 
the doomed negro will throw upon them. The 
scaffold is mght in the middle of a natural ame- 
phitheater, and is plainly visible trom every 
point of the compass for blocks either way.

The story begins with 
theferming of acompany ofsinvers bv Mr. 
John B. French to travel ip the United states 
and ultimately toapve+r in thiscity in an 

opera entitied **The Very Merry Mariners.’| 
In relation to th’s production a member of 
Mr. Frenet’s companveays: “It is an adap- 
tation by Mr. Sidney Rosenf-'d from a play of 
thirty years’ standing, entitled ‘Captain Coar- 
lotte’? and Mr. Daly sats we spall nos play it 
because it is atranstation oi fseeka let,’ Where- 
as *Seekadet’ was adapted from ‘Captain 
Charlotte,’ and ‘The Royal Middy’is a garbled 
version of ‘Seekadet.’ There is atanyle of 
laysuits growing out ofit, some of which may 
he cecided.to-morrow, one of which was 
brought on yesterday by the putting out of 
Signor Operti from Daly’s Theater on Satur- 
day evening. Opertiis training the company 
thataretoappearin ‘**The Very Merry Ma- 
riner.’? 

WHAT SIGNOR OPERTI SAYS, 

Signor G. Opert!, the composer and teacher, 
was found at rebearsal in Clarendon Hall, 
truining Mr. Frenet’s company. He said: ** 
had just finished a rehearsal and bad gput my 
own score of *The Very Merry Mariner’ into 
my pocket, where [ u-uaily carrvit. [I went 
up towu tosee tw@ rare Brazilian birds of 
mine that aretobesold, and as I knewthe 
opera in Daly’s Theater to be based on. the 
play from which ‘The Very Merry Mariner’ 
was adapted, I wentin to see how fhey were 
playing the piece. They offered me‘a $1 OU 
seat; but Linsisted ona place’ from which I 
could see and hear, and I got a $150 seat 
in the orcbestra. 1 opened my’oook and tried 
to follow the score, but they hat cut the mu- 
sic so badly that I got disgusted and went 
out atthe close of the first act. 1 wentin 
avai after the second uct had been begua,but 
didn’t go down to my seat (I No. 14) in 
the orchestra, and while I stood with my book 
in hand an usher approached and - said: 
‘You’ve got noright tobe here,’ and with 
this he grabbed me in such a wav that I 
thought be wastrying to get my watch and 
chain. He dragged me outtothe lobby and 
snatched my score and retained part of it. 
My hat was knocked off inthe struggle. On 
finding myself free I Cemanded my score; 
but the persons who had now gathered around 
me said it belonged tothem. Then Mr. Daly 
came up and said | mu-t go out of the theater, 
and after I was outside the rai! he said he wa3 
asbamed of methatlI should abuse the cour- 
tesies of the free list tosteal his piay. Ire- 
plied that I had been for vears in this city and 
not yet availed myself of the free listin his 
theuter, but that lL had paid my wav and that 
[ was not tnere to steal his play Then they 
offered me the money I[ had paid atthe box- 
oftice, but I wouldn’t take it.,and toe bystand- 
ers cried out ‘Don’ttake it,’ znd I didn’t 
take it. Ithen came out and askeila police- 
man to arrest me if I had done wroue; but he 
said that he had no reason to take me into 
custody. Afterward I went sround with 
young Mr. Dui, and we bada drink.” 

In conclusion Signor Overti said tbat Mr. 
Daly’s employes had stolen his opera and that 
they had itin court yesterday morning. He 
added that both Mr. Dalv and the ehief usher 
of Daly’s Theater are to be takea into a police 
court this morning. 

MR. DALY'S VERSION. 

Mr. Augustin Daly savs that “The Roval 
Middy” has cost so much and been so suceess- 
ful that he intends to guard it jealously. In 
relation to the difficulty in his theater on Sat- 
urdav last he said: ‘**We became extremely 
watcbful after we found Mrs. Oates taking 
notes In a box one evening. She eaine witha 
party and hada short-hand reporter in the 
background: but I was not informed of the 
fact until the curtain had been rung up for 
the last act, or I should have requested the 
party togoout. Weare very careful in pro- 
tecting this piece, because in neither the cos- 
tume, the scenery, nor in what is technically 
called the business, is it anything like the 
‘Seckadet,’ which is its Germaa original. It 
was adapted by l’red@ Williams and Mollen- 
hauer, and the musicis by Geneve and Mollen- 

-hauer. Thus far it bas costs +4,000.” 

“* After the box episode you took measures 
to escertuin Whether any other persons wer? 
trying to cet the text of *The Royal Middy? ”’ 
the Herald reporter inquired. 

‘‘After the Oates affair,’’ Mr. Daly replied, 
**] cautioned the entire company to be watch- 
ful and toreport tome promptly if they de; 
tected any other attempt of,the kind. <A fort- 
night ago they reported some one apparently 
either writing or sketching in the auditorium, 
and [found the person to be an artist from a 
lithographer’s, who was taking down some of 
the tableaux for illustration. As he was de- 
tected in the act, he was quietly requested to 
go out of the theater, and he complied. On 
Saturday evening one of the company report- 
ed to me that he recognized Signor JOperti in 
the orchestra busily taking notes.

San Francisco Bay Windows. 
iG. A. Sala, in London Telegraph. J 

There is one structural peculiarity of San 
Franeisco which irritates the **Kastern folks’? 
almost to the verge of exasperation, while it 
pleases, or at least amuses, Europeans. I

in whichso wuch money 18 being spent on 
public buildings—churches, museums, uni- 
versities, jails, city halls, State capitols and 
the Jike—as is expended in the Uaited States ;

have been acquainted, in which the science of 
architecture, both religious and secular, Is at 
wo low arrebb as itisim America; chiefly, I 
apprehend, because there is no recognized 
standard of architectural fitness, not to say 
arcbitectural taste, and because there is Do 
eentral directing force of public opinion to 
control or to reprehend the vagaries of im- 
perfectly educated architects. [ fihink that 
SirJohu Venbrugh, could he come to life 
again, would do remarkably well in the 
States. The architect of Blonheim was 
nothing if he was not florid, and excessive

Now San Francisco, delighting to be in most 
things non-political independent and un- 
Eastern, thatisto say un-American, takes 
seemingly infinite delight im embellishing its 
mansions With windows of the form whic for 
so long a period bave found favor in tue eves 
of the members of our Pall Mail clubs. Few 
private bouses in ’Frisco are devoid of one or 
mere bay windows, and the most revently 
erected und the most magnificent of the hoteis 
—the Patace, toe Grard and tae Baldwin— 
bave their whole exterior surface studded 
with bay windows—in Eustern opinion ‘*io 
the great comfoitofibeir guests and equ il 
defacement of their external a- 
pearance.” Ore Eastern critic, fail- 
ing ivto a spasm of sarcastic ine 
diznation, remarks that **San Francisco lis 
been called the Bay City, but that it mizht 
just as well be named the Bay- Window City,’ 
while another censor, a little more toicrant, 
admits that ‘*the mildness of the climate and 
the instinctive craving for sunshine are coi- 
siderations which will always make bay-wiu- 
dows a desirab.e and a favorite feature here.’ 
The truth is that the buy-wiudow-studdedt fa- 
cades of the Palace, the Grand and the baid- 
win are delizbiful reminiscences of Heury 
VII.°s chapel at Westminster, and of mauy of 
theold E:zabethan manor-hous:s so graphe- 
ically portrayed by tbe late Mr. Nash. i grant 
that bay-windowrdness carried to excess is 
apt to imparta sligutly “crinkly” or corru- 
gated appearance to the frontave of a ouild- 
ing, especially when, as is the case at San 
Francisco, the bay- windows rise to a heiyhe of 
1our or five storics.

A Young Bride’s Suicide.

‘This morniog she 
seemed to bein avery happy frame ot. mind, 
aud was busily engaged in arranging some of 
her wedding preseuts and clothing which sha 
bad yesterday broughtin from the Mast Kad, 
where sheand her husband had been livinz 
until Witbin a week ortwo. She called in some 
of the ladies boarding at the house and spoke 
of arrangements she Was making of going to 
housekeeping. After fixing her room, which 
was immediately in the rear of the parior on 
the first floor, she began to dress for dianer, 
and seemed to ve unusuaily particular in her 


toilet. Just as dinner Was ane 
nounced a lady in the dining-room 
heard a report lke a pistol, and, 


thinking it might bea piece of slate in the 
parior fire, started to see whether any eoals 
had shot outon the carpet. She hadtukena 
few sieps only toward the psrlor whea Mr. 
Walter Sneathen opened the front door and 
asked who bad been shot. The ladv said she 
supposed it was a piece Gf slate. Mr. Sneath- 
en then opened the door of his room, and, 
seeing bis wife lying across the bed, ex- 
claimed: ‘*Oh, my Gud, 1t’s my wife!” The 
lady whem he addressed ran to the door, but 
Mrs. Sneathen was lying so «quietly that she 
thought she was sleeping. When the curtain 
was raised she saw blootlon the bed, anda 
pistol lying by the side of the prostrate 
woman. Sneathen was socrazed by the sight 
thathe seized the revolver, and, pressing it 
against his side, attempted to shoot bimsclf. 
Miss Best, alady bourder, who had been at- 
tracted to the room bythe screamsgcaucht 
his band, and, wresting the weapon from him, 
ran up stairs and hid it in her room. 

Mrs. Sneathen was an unusually pretty girl, 
about eighteen years old, and be'onved toa 
very wealthy familvin the East Ead. Ier 
husband also belongs to a wealthy family, and 
is only twenty years of age. There is no pos- 
sible cause known for the suicide. There had 
been family troubles at the time of ber mar- 
riage, but they were ali over, and everything 
looked brigbt to the young coupie.

THE WEALTH OF MONTANA. 


Whatthe Country Has Produced Dur- 
ing Kighteen Years. 
[From the New York World 24th. | 

We regret that want of space prevents our 
giving in full the very interesting address de- 
livered last night before the Bullion Club by 
Mr. R. B Harrison, of the United States Assay 
Otlice at Helena, Montana. His subject was 
Montana and its mineral resources. After 
speaking of the great agricultural resouyces 
of the country and its climatic advantages, he 
entered into a cietailed account of the mining 
industries, a brief review of which we give. 
Montana stands thirdinthe total amounts of 
gold and silver produced, and next to Cali- 
fornia in the amount of gold. The tirst 
gold was obtained by means of placer 
mining, and the results from someof the 
‘*oulches’? were almost fabulous. Alder 
Gulch alone is said by good judges to have 
produced to date since its discovery in May, 
1863, over $70,000,000, and is now producing 
from $300,000 to $600,C00 every year. From 
one pan in Confederate Guich the yield from 
the gravel was $1,000 gold. Montana has about 
500 gold-producing gulches which hag all beau 
successfully worked since their discovery, aud 
bave added millions of dollars in wealth to the 
world’s treasury. The total amouatof gold 
and silver produced in the territory from 
1862 to 1880 was $159,017,000. The receipts of 
gold at the Assay Office at Helena for 1879 
were $511,194,04, the larger part being from 
gold aust, and only about one-quarter of the 
production was bandled atthe Assay Office. 
A nugget worth *),200 was picked upina 
tributary of Snow-shoe Gulch, and one worth 
$2,070 in Nelson Gulch. Quartz mining has not 
been prosecuted with the sume diligence, but 
some of the mines that have been faithfully 
worked have yielded weil. The Union lode 
has turned out since its discovery in 184 
about $3,000,000. the famous Penobscot 
Brick, valued at $54,262 62, was the result of 
thirty days’run of the Penubscot mine in 1878, 
and fromthe shaft of this mine, only sixty 
feet deep, $125,000 in goid was taken out in 
less than six months. Silver quartg veins 
Were discovered at Philipsburg, weer Lodze 
county, in 1865, and silver quartz mining has 
now tuken a prominent place. The Hecla 
Consolidated Mining Company is now produc- 
ing annually about $500,000 of silver-lead and 
silver: copper bullion, and the property of the 
company bas just been sold for $1,500,000. In 
the present yeur the silver bullion product of 
the territory will exceed the gold bullion 
product. 

Mr. Harrison had a fine collection of ore 
famples, and among them a nugzet of xgld 
fron. Deadwood Gulch worth over $900.

The British Salvatiouists.

Do you know tbat we are to be evangelized 
speedily by the Salvation Army, which has re- 
cently attacked usin force?

‘The out- 
raged Commissioner, to express his chastened 
and upworldly mind, declared that he shouid 
make the Mayor responsible for the spiritual 
salvation of the city if, within a certain num- 
ber of days, Mr. Cooper did not give him per- 
mission to preach in the highways. Indeed, 
the general tone taken by the whole company 
bes been little calculated to win interest to 
their causePor obtain encouragement from 
influential people. It is quite possible that 
such ministry as these individusls engage in 
ay do good, at any rate foratime, among 
the very low classes, but they need other help 
to sustain themselves, and this they will not 
get, unless they practice the 
virtues they preach. In Engiand, where they 
originated as an organization, they find an ad- 
mirable field for their labor; for, bad as we 
may be here, there the wretchedness and vice 
are infinitely worse.

There each class is accus- 
tomed to being bullied and browbeaten by the 
classes abcve it, and dves not mind having 
even religion crammed down their throats in 
the most belligerent manner. but here it is 
different. Although the mission work is 
largely carried on among foreigners, still in 
the main these have been long enough in 
America to feel the American atmosphere 
sutticiently not to Want to be driven into para- 
dire at the pointof the theological bayonet. It 
is odd that eVen among these poor, ignorant 
workers for gcod—for they are of the laboring 
classes themselves, and striving to help hu- 
manity to better results—iasularism should be 
so strong ves to awake prejudice against them 
aL Tbe outset.

ACROSS THE GULFw 


Grant’s Last Voyage and His Game of 
Poker.

Out inthe Gulf of Mexico yesterday and 
last night the passengers on the old steamship 
City of Mexico, of the Alexandre line, were 
ignorant of the dreadful rumor of their lav- 
ing gone down at sea, which spread over the 
North and West, and made its appearance in 
the Galveston newspapers tossed onboard to 
them when tbe vessel came to aneor outside 
the bar here thisufternoon. The continuing 
storni, vnd the delay of the City of Jlexico, 
coming together with the thought of the dis- 
tinguished passengers on board that Steamer, 
seem to bave tired the imagination of some 
cne in Galveston, who telegraphed to the 
North about her, or else some dispatch allud- 
ing tothe storm sent northward wag seized 
upon there and construed into a report of the 
wreck and destruction of the City of Mexico 
with all on board, for as we are now informed 
u ceaseless routine of inquiries by telegraph 
from our friends, together with telegraphic 
demands for special dispatches containing par- 
ticulars of the supposed catastrophe, from 
editors of vewspapers in every important city 
and town, had kept the operators here busy 
since yesterday morniog. Even from Lead- 
ville, Col., where the ex-President is expect- 
ed within the next few weeks, came reqdests 
from .two rival newspapers for spcciats of 
1,L00 and 1,500 words, respectively, recounting 
the particulars of his death. Ove dispatea 
from Iliinois,it is understood, offered a hand- 
some premium tothe firstdiver who should 
vo deepenough to furnish the carliest and 
most interesting details. Atthe time when 
anxious hearts and pens in the United States 
were grieving with such anxiety, and when 
Mr. Blaine, Mr. Sherman, Mr. Congling, Mr. 
Ievarts, My:Washburne and other disinterested 
friends of the ex-President especially have 
been torn by solicitude for the watery fate of 
that great soluier and statesman,it would 
have been a profound relief for all to peer in 
spirit over the guard rsil of the City otf Mex- 
icv and witness the actual state of things on 
board of her. 

THE SCENE ON BOARD. 

Theie happened to be a yood deal of old 
iron in her cargo, consisting of condemned 
tisplates from Vera Cruz nnd Mexico. Rail- 
way iron ballast makesgthe best of ships un- 
easy, and when the City of Mexico, toward the 
middie of Monday, began to feel the sullen 
custs and spent waves cof the storm at the 
North on the previous day,shegrew almost as 
frolicsome as an expiring dolpbino. Few ladies 
escaped utter prostration by seasickness. By 
nightfallfthe upper deck was littered withover- 
turned chairs and brine-soaked rugs; by 8 
o’clock almost everybody had sought seciusion 
from bumps and moisture in some sheltered 
nook, and, capturing a newspaper of anciert 
date, within the previous montn, | groped my 
way tothe smoking-room and braced myself 
with an elbow inan open window and a heel 
against the door-casing.

His New Life and Career in South 
America. 
{From the Boston Sunday Herald.) 


A former resident of Boston, butfor many 
years a merchant in the South American me- 
tropolis of Buenos Ayres, has been in the city 
for afew days on aflying visitto old friends. 
During this gentleman’s stay bere he was 
shown by a detective a photograph of the ex- 
publisher of the Daily Hows, Rev. k. D. Wins- 
low. Inthis photograph the gentleman ree- 
ognized a present resident of the city of 
Buenos Ayres, there known as Mr. D. War- 
ren Lowe, confidential agent of the Argentine 
Republic and publisher of the Buenos Ayres 


Herald, a commercial paper print- 
ed ee English language, 
and mainly circula'ed abroad. 


The merchant gives a curious account of Mr. 
Lowe’s career in his new home. Some time 
in the autumn of 1877, a plausible, semi-cler- 
ival sapere man, dressed ina solemn suit 
of black, and wearing a silk hat, landed at 
Buenos Ayres from an English mail steamer. 
He announced his name as D. Warren Lowe, 
an American citizen, and said that he had de- 
cided to identify his fortunes with the grow- 
ing republic uf the Rio Plata. He ingratiated 
hiynself into the contidence of the American 
Minister, Mr. Thomas A. Osborn, who was far 
from suspecting Mr.D.Warren Lowe to be the 
gentleman regarding whose ex-tradition from 
England there had been a famous diplomatic 
discussion. Mr. Lowe continued to wear his 
suit of black and his shiny plug hat, and soon 
became a pillar ana shinning light in the 
American Methodist Church, where he was 
regarded with favorable eyes by the brethren. 
He wasawelcome speaker in the Sunday 
schoo!, and, while edifying the children by 
his little talks on the moralities, amused and 
entertained them with his stories, always 
upropos to the subjectin hand. Through the 
lufluence of the American minister Mr. Lowe 
vot hold of the buenos Ayres Herald, and in- 
fused new life into its somnolent columns. 
He was an agressive politician and attracted 
the attention of the Argentine Government 
othcials. His relations with the President of 
the Argentine Confederation, Dr. Nicholas 
Avelisneda, soon became of a friendly and in- 
timate character, and when the Government 
gotinto a quarrel with Chili, Mr. Lowe, the 
uble editor of the Herald, was appointed a 
special agent of the Government to go to San- 
tlago OD an Important diplomatic errand.

The writer, accompanied by Albert Wil- 
liams, formerly of Jackson, Mich.,was caught 
outin the last ‘*blizzard.’?’ We lay ail 
through the storm in our wagon, covered by 
only three blankets and an inch or two of 
snow, with no wood or water within five 
miles of us, and having for food but eleven 
biscuits—two each on Thursday, two each on 
Friday and one each on Saturday, the other 
being donated totbe dog. The thermometer 
all this time ranged from fifteen to twenty de- 
vrees below zero. We started out on Sunday, 
the 14th inst., the storm having abated, and 
reached this place last evening, pretty well 
worn out, having laid in my wagon three 
days and four nights, and being given up as 
lost in the sand-hills and frozen to death.

His Suit Against Cafferata Comes to a 
Sudden End,

The Reason Being That the Petition Was 
Fatally Defective—Other Cases 
in Ccurt. 


The suit filed at the instigation of Mr. Frank 
A. Bemis against one Angelo Cafferata, for 
keeping a saloon without a license properly 
and legally issued, caine up for trial in the 
Circuit Court this morning before Judge Wick- 
ham. Judge Louis Gottschalk appeared for 


Cafferata and Mills W. Watson and J.C. Mc- 
Ginniss for the five citizens who had been in- 
duced to bring the suit. The suit was origin- 
ally filed against Collector Rosenblatt and Caf- 
ferata jointly, the petition charging the for- 
mer with issuing a license without the neces- 
sary number of siguers tothe petition. Last 
fall Rosenblatt’s attorney filed a demurrer to 
the petition, and it was sustained, sothat Ro- 
senbdiatt was no longer in the case.The original 
petition, however, remained unchanged, and 
was so produced in court this morning. 

The lirst tbing Judge Gottschalk did to-day 
wus to derur to the petition, because it 

ID NOT STATE A CAUSE OF ACTION, 

He said Catferata had his license, and that he 
yot it from the officer authorized by law to is- 
sue licenses, and that as long ashe had such a 
Jicense he had arighttodo business under it. 
In the next piace he said the petition did not 
allege thut the five citizens who 
had brought the suit and asked tor $3,000 
Gumages had suffered any special damages. 
The Court ce:tainly could not hold Cafferata 
responsible as long as he holds his license. 
The only way for the plaintiffs to proceed 
would betousk fora mandamus compelling 
Rosenblatt to revoke the license he had issued 
to Cafferata and filea bill in equity against 
Catferata charging him with frauau and collu- 
s10n in getting his license. 

Mir. McGinniss said his position was that Caf- 
ferata had no license. 

‘*But,’’ said the Judge, ‘‘your petition al- 
leges that he basa license.’’ 

Mr. Watson wentontoexplain that the li- 
cense spoken of inthe petition was a fraudu- 
lent one. 

The Judge then went on to say that the Col- 
lector’s action was final, and that it could not 
be reviewed in a collateral proceeding like the 
present. Lhe law had made the Collector 
the judge of petitions for dramshops, and he 
alone was responsible. 

Judge Gottschalk said the plaintilff’s attor- 
neys bad come to courtto try a case on a peti- 
tion that hud been framed against both Rosen- 
biatt and Cufferata. The tormer” had been 
uropped out and he did not think the double- 
barreled instrument would Le applicable to 
the remaining defendant. 

The Court then ruled that the petition was 
fataliy detective, and Messrs. McGinniss and 
Watson took leaveto amend with the under- 
standing that they paythe costof uny con- 
tinuance.

It would be the policy of coercing Turkey at 
the cost, if necessary, of war. The announcee 
ment of sucha policy seems to deprive the 
opposition speakers of all right to denounce 
the Government for undertaking distant and 
arduous enterprises. ’’
